(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 


The efforts of individuals to defy the 


high cost of living are laudable but 
should bo kept within the limits of re.i- 
son.

subsisted herself for twenty weeks nt a 
cost of fifty cents per week. 
At. the 


same, center of culture a I'ornell tresii- 
man has performed the less striking feat 
of supporting life on eighty-live cents a 
week. 


Details of the cheaper menu do not, 


however, confirm faith in its efficacy ot 
nutrition. 
It is very doubtful whether 


there is sufficient nourishment *n a cup

an "American Judiciary socictj"1' is mad* 


interesting by report that it is to enter 
at once upon the task of reforming exist- 
ing methods of court procedure. 
The 


plan is that the society shall draft model 
judiciary acts, submit them to criticism 
of lawyers of eminence,'and when revised 
mid approved, urge their adoption by 
state legislatures.

in this program will be welcomed, it is 
not easy to see- why a new society is 
needed to undertake it. 
The American 


Bar association, State Bar associations, 
.judges and lawyers and law magazines, 
and even a president 
of 
the 
Unitflil 


States, have again and again preached 
against existing abuses of legal pro- 
cedure, pointed out tho refoms needed, 
and exhorted lawyers, judges, courts and 
legislatures to right the. wronga. 


In our own courts Jiidg)- Swann ex- 


plninrd to a jurv on Monday that he 
could not have let them know during 
trial that a man being tried before them 
for pocket-picking had been seven times 
convicted. The laws forbid it. lie cited 
the saying, "Laws of evidence are framed 
to keep facts from tho jury," and added, 
"I share your opinion that there is no 
sense in it." 


This case is noted solely because it is 


current in the news of the day. Hardly 
a week passes without some similar ex- 
perience of absurdities that courts have 
permitted to grow up around rules regu- 
lating the admission of evidence. 
Yet 


after all these authoritative declarations 
of the importance of legal reform, all we 
have so far is tb; forming of another 
association to discuss it.

The General Revision. 


Concerning the general revision the

Newlands bill 


with the hope of avoiding the threatened 
strike of sn.DOO conductors and trainmen 
on eastern roads. The roads and their 
employes had agreed to submit their 
wage dispute to tlie new board of medi- 
ation and conciliation. 


The board is a permanent institution 


to aid in the adjustment of disputes be- 
tween railroads and their employes, and 
the act creating it provides elaborate 
machinery for carrying jn the work.

urally into three chapters of forty yeara 
lach. 
They are: easily remembered— 


Egypt, Mid'ian and the desert, or tho 
courtier, thn shepherd and the lawgiver. 
This is the second period. 


Moses has now attained tho nge of 


80 years. With us that is tho Minuet of 
life" Few men live heyonel it and fewer 
ttill at that nge do their greatest work. 
But genius is always the exception. Uod 
makes us nn ocraKiorial Mosefl to guide 
those below him. Moses and Paul were 
essential to tin- riispoiiHiitimm, the ono to 
*,he old and the- othi-r to t.ie new, and 
ilieir work wtill follows them. 


Moses, while IIP was in Miilian. was n 


»h«phcr<l. The MiiliunitiM were a roving 
it.-uplp who lived in touts. They believed 
In the one Cod and claimed Abraham as 
»n iincontor. 
Their property consisted 


largely of dorks, of which Ronel, the 
fiither-in-law of Moses, no doubt had 
many. These had been intruded to Moses 
und their care formed the chie.f interest 
of his life. We become naturally a part 
of our surroundings, and Iiowover Moios 
ruay have regarded the situation at the 
beginning, he Mould finally learn to ac- 
cept it as coming from <«oil. 
Moses But an Instrument in the Hands 


of Providence. 


Those saints of old associated the will 


of God with all thab came. 
For them 


there was a direct cause tor every eit'ect. 
Moses was in Million bccausn God had 
cent him there. His way was directed ")y 
one overruling purpose. The slaying or 
tho Egyptian was on'iy incidental to it- 
How far God may have revealed Moses' 
future we do not know". There is no 
evidence of any signboard pointing ahead. 
Unlike Joseph, no sheaves bowed 
to 


his aheaf; no etar became the center of 
the sun nnd moon in his sky. Jio was an 
exile from Kgypt and bad ample reason 
to regret hia part. His preference for 
his own people WHB honorable, but no 
visible good bad-come bocuueu of "it. The 
oppression was juet as severe and the ex- 
pectation of a deliverer gave no promise 
of being fulfilled. 


It is ecldou that an immediate harvest 


follpws our most hopeful sowing. Forty 
years is a long time to wait und moot 
mem would have Iwromo discouraged. 
Feasibly Mosea did. We sometimes writo 
our feelings into the names wo bestow.
